To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
State  Aid  for  construction  of  Class  V  roads  and  raise 
and  appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum 
of  $598.78.

the  control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust.

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes. 

Article  13.  To  transact  any  other  business  that 
may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

The  figures  quoted  above  indicate  that  there  is  a 
continued  trend  towards  a  decrease  in  the  enrollment 
in  the  Bath  schools.  There  are  only  nine  pupils  in  the 
High  School,  three  of  whom  are  tuition  pupils  from  the 
Town  District.     There  is  no  freshman  class  this  year. 

An  analysis  of  the  enrollments  of  the  Bath  Village 
elementary  schools  indicates  that  even  if  all  of  the 
present  elementary  school  students  continue  and  go  to 
High  School,  the  size  of  Bath  High  School  would  not  go 
above  17  in  the  next  four  years. 

Inasmuch  as  there  is  nearly  always  about  a  25% 
drop  out  between  the  elementary  and  the  high  school 
it  would  seem  that  the  high  school  enrollment  would 
not  go  above  12  or  15  in  the  next  few  years.  The  whole 
matter  of  the  advisability  of  discontinuing  the  high 
school  has  been  under  consideration  of  the  school  board 
and  the  superintendent  since  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
In  an  attempt  to  clarify  the  school  situation  in  the 
town,  the  superintendent  prepared  a  series  of  reports 
on  the  enrollment  and  the  cost  of  operation  of  the  Bath 
schools.  For  the  information  of  the  public  some  of 
these  are  reprinted  in  this  report. 

In  the  month  of  December,  it  became  evident  that 
we  might  lose  our  headmaster.     Knowing  that  it  would 
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be  practically  impossible  to  replace  our  headmaster 
with  another  man,  the  superintendent  recommended 
and  the  board  voted  to  petition  the^  superior  court  to 
close  the  school.  It  was  originally 'proposed  to  close 
the  school  in  the  middle  of  the  year  but  inasmuch  as 
our  headmaster  had  not  left  us,  it  was  decided  to  peti- 
tion the  court  to  close  on  June  11,  1943.  At  the  hear- 
ing of  this  petition  on  January  4,  1943,  Judge  Young 
decided  that  in  fairness  to  all  persons  concerned  the 
issue  should  be  put  up  to  a  public  vote  at  the  regular 
school  meeting. 

Soon  after  the  hearing,  Mr.  Leland  March,  our 
headmaster,  requested  a  leave  of  absence  to  continue 
his  studies  at  Columbia  University.  This  request  was 
granted  by  the  board  and  since  that  time  Miss  Leticia 
Duca  has  been  engaged  as  a  substitute. 

At  the  present  writing,  it  has  been  impossible  to 
find  any  fully  qualified  candidate  to  replace  Mr.  March. 
A  notice  of  the  vacancy  at  Bath  High  School  has  been 
sent  to  every  teachers'  agency,  every  teachers'  college, 
every  state  normal  school,  and  every  state  university 
in  the  New  England  states.  At  the  present  writing 
there  is  absolutely  no  one  to  my  knowledge  interested, 
available,  and  fully  qualified  to  accept  the  headmaster- 
ship  at  Bath.  The  war  emergencies  have  drained 
nearly  all  of  our  mathematics  and  science  teachers  out 
of  the  profession.  Neither  men  nor  women  are  avail- 
able at  salaries  under  $2,000.  Teachers  who  might 
ordinarily  be  interested  are  usually  hesitant  to  enter  a 
small  school.  About  eight  college  seniors  who  could 
have  been  released  at  the  end  of  three  and  one-half 
years  have  been  interviewed  for  this  position.  They 
all  turned  it  down  for  various  reasons. 

If  the  town  wishes  to  continue  the  operation  of 
this  school  another  year,  they  must  face  the  prospect 
of  having  a  school  with  no  science  courses  and  possibly 
no  mathematics  courses.     They  must  also  face  the 
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possibility  of  paying  higher  salaries  than  at  present. 

For  a  number  of  years  it  has  been  necessary  to 
operate    this    school    with    some    teachers    handling 
courses  for  which  they  had   no  college  preparation. 
While  this  may  often  be  done  without  any  detriment 
to  the  school  program,  it  is  a  questionable  procedure 
in  the  long  run.     In  fact  our  students  may  be  faced 
with  the  possibility  that  they  may  not  be  able  to  get 
into  college  if  we  can  not  offer  a  well-rounded  program 
by  qualified  teachers.     With  the  school  as  small  as  it 
is  at  present,  there  is  little  challenge  for  either  the 
students  or  the  teachers.     It  is  impossible  to  carry  out 
many  of  the  normal  school  functions  with  a  group  of 
this    size.     The    children    are   missing   many    of    the 
opportunities  that  would  be  available  in  a  larger  school. 
While  it  is  difficult  to  place  values  on  the  different 
phases  of  a  child's  education,  it  must  be  recognized 
that  every  child  should  have  an  opportunity  to  express 
himself  in  music,  in  physical  education,  in  mechanics, 
in  domestic  arts,  etc.     In  a  small  school  there  is  also  a 
problem  in  regard  to  the  social  development  of  the 
child.     Contacts  with  a  larger  group  of  children  tend 
to  develop  more  confidence  and  better  habits  of  coopera- 
tion. 

It  is  recognized  that  the  matter  of  transporting 
children  raises  other  problems.  There  are,  of  course, 
certain  disadvantages  to  having  children  transported 
for  any  great  distance.  It  has,  however,  been  recog- 
nized in  other  parts  of  the  country  that  it  is  economic- 
ally and  educationally  desirable  to  transport  children 
up  to  25  miles.  In  the  present  emergency  the  matter 
of  transportation  is  open  to  question.  It  has  been  con- 
ceded, however,  by  authorities  in  our  government,  that 
the  shortage  of  manpower  in  the  educational  profession 
is  just  as  serious  as  the  shortage  of  gasoline. 

The  school  board  tried  to  consider  all  the  factors 
involved  before  it  took  any  action.     The  prime  con- 
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cern  in  the  minds  of  everyone  was  the  education  of  the 
children.  It  was  not  intended  to  work  any  hardships 
on  anyone.  The  excessively  high  cost  of  operating  the 
school  was  a  major  factor,  but  it  was  secondary  to  the 
matter  of  the  educational  interests  of  the  children. 
The  board  recognized  that  the  town  might  wish  to  run 
the  school  regardless  of  expenses  but  it  felt  that  a  point 
had  been  reached  where  it  was  no  longer  prudent  to 
expend  money  on  the  high  school. 

Last  year  the  total  cost  of  operation  of  the  high 
school  was  (not  including  general  expenses)  $3,119-24. 
The  average  membership  was  15.56.  This  resulted  in 
an  average  cost  per  pupils  of  $200.47.  This  year  the 
total  cost  of  operation  is  estimated  at  $3,425.  The 
average  membership  this  year  is  nine.  This  results 
in  an  estimated  average  cost  of  $380.55  per  pupil.  The 
state  average  per  pupil  cost  figures  on  this  same  basis 
was  $112.97  last  year. 

The  state  board  of  education  figures  the  average 
instructional  cost  of  each  pupil  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  the  average  tuition  rate  in  the  state.  This 
figure  includes  only  principals'  and  teachers'  salaries, 
text  books,  scholars  supplies,  flags  and  appurtenances, 
and  other  expenses  of  instruction.  It  does  not  include 
such  items  as  janitor  service,  fuel,  water,  minor  re- 
pairs, and  medical  inspection  which  would  go  on  even 
if  the  high  school  were  closed.  Our  instructional  cost 
was  the  highest  for  any  four-year  high  school  in  the 
state.  It  was  $171.98.  This  year  with  the  reduced 
enrollment  it  is  estimated  to  be  $315.33.  The  state 
average  instructional  expense  was  $89.79  last  year. 

If  we  assume  that  our  cost  of  operation  would  be 
practically  the  same  even  if  we  have  no  tuition  pupils, 
the  per  pupil  cost  for  our  own  Special  District  pupils 
would  have  been  $283.57  last  year.  It  is  estimated 
that  this  year  it  will  be  $585.  for  each  Special  District 
pupil.     It  is  reasonable  to  make  the  assumption  that 
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these  tuition  pupils  involved  no  additional  expense 
except  for  a  small  amount  of  scholars'  supplies. 

If  one  subtracts  the  tuition  receipts  from  the  total 
cost  of  operation  and  then  divides  by  the  number  of 
Special  District  pupils,  we  can  obtain  the  actual  cost 
of  educating  each  of  our  own  six  pupils.  Last  year  the 
per  pupil  cost  for  each  of  our  Special  District  pupils 
was  $244.71.  This  year  it  is  estimated  that  it  will  be 
$525.95  for  each  of  our  six  pupils. 

There  are  various  ways  of  calculating  the  cost  of 
operation  of  the  school.  The  above  paragraphs  have 
tried  to  show  that  the  cost  of  operation  has  gone  far 
above  a  normal  average.  We  are  expending  over  $500 
to  give  a  high  school  education  to  each  of  our  special 
district  pupils  and  charge  a  tuition  rate  of  only  $89.79 
to  our  three  tuition  pupils.  Justice  would  seem  to 
require  that  the  Town  District  unite  with  the  Special 
District  and  aid  in  supporting  the  high  school,  if  the 
townspeople  desire  to  continue  the  high  school.  We 
are  expending  nearly  as  much  for  one  year  of  high 
school  education  as  is  usually  expended  for  a  year  of 
college  education. 

Neither  the  board  nor  the  superintendent  ques- 
tions the  right  of  the  townspeople  to  expend  the  money 
but  it  is  felt  that  the  town  could  expend  the  money 
to  a  much  better  advantage  by  transporting  the  chil- 
dren to  either  Woodsville  or  Lisbon  and  paying  tuitior 
at  either  of  these  schools. 

An  analysis  of  the  cost  of  operating  schools  in  the 
Town  District  was  also  made.  It  was  discovered  that 
the  average  per  pupil  cost  of  operating  the  rural 
schools  in  the  Bath  district  would  be  approximately 
$142.27  this  year,  as  compared  with  the  state  average 
cost  per  pupil  of  $83.33  of  last  year.  This  indicates 
that  the  Town  District  was  expending  much  more  than 
the  state  average  for  the  education  of  its  elementary 
students.     It  would  seem  advisable  to  close  some  of 
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these  rural  schools  and  transport  them  into  the  village 
school  if  the  high  school  were  discontinued. 

With  the  addition  of  either  one  or  two  teachers  at 
the  village  school  the  pupils  of  the  Swiftwater,  Nutter, 
and  Pettyboro  schools  could  be  transported  into  the 
village.  If  the  enrollment  remains  as  it  is  at  the 
present  it  would  be  possible  to  handle  these  pupils  with 
only  one  additional  teacher  at  the  Village  School.

These  figures  indicate  that  there  is  little  chance 
for  an  increase  in  enrollment  in  the  schools  in  the  town 
of  Bath.  Action  in  some  form  will  soon  be  inevitable. 
Whether  any  schools  are  closed  at  present  depends 
upon  the  vote  of  the  people.  Prudent  expenditure  of 
public  money  would  seem  to  indicate  that  some  action 
in  the  near  future  would  be  advisable. 

For  purposes  of  comparison,  the  school  situation  in 
the  town  of  Bath  was  compared  with  another  town  of 
similar  size  and  population.  That  town  was  educating 
38  high  school  pupils  in  neighboring  high  schools, 
whereas  Bath  totaled  only  20  students  in  its  own  and 
neighboring  high  schools.  This  particular  town  was 
educating  a  total  of  124  students  for  about  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  while  the  two  districts  in  the  Town  of 
Bath  were  educating  only  116  pupils  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  approximately  fourteen  thousand  dollars.  While 
the  school  situations  in  the  two  towns  are  not  exactly 
the  same,  it  is  an  indication  that  the  two  districts  in 
the  town  of  Bath  are  expending  more  money  for  the 
operation  of  their  schools  than  is  necessary.  Because 
of  these  facts  the  town  should  seriously  consider  the 
items  in  the  warrant  which  propose  the  uniting  of  the 
two  school  districts  and  the  closing  of  the  high  school. 

It  was  unfortunate  that  many  people  did  not 
understand  the  issue  when  the  petition  was  brought 
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into  the  superior  court.  It  was  not  intended  by  either 
the  superintendent  or  the  board  to  take  any  action 
which  would  interfere  with  the  best  educational  inter- 
terests  of  the  children.  We  feel  that  the  hearing  ac- 
complished a  great  deal  if  it  did  no  more  than  to  give 
publicity  to  the  facts  and  figures  here  reported.  We 
would  like  to  see  the  town's  money  prudently  expended 
and  the  children  properly  educated.  Whether  we  con- 
tinue as  at  present  or  make  some  change  is  up  to  the 
decision  of  the  townspeople.
